‘our “determination to conquer them | 
These covert or bold faced organs of 
Jeff. Davis are very-careful in refraining 


from giving publicity to Union suc- 


cesses, gained with either the ballot or 
the biiifet They do not want their read- 
ers to know_both sides of the question, 
and they cafetnlly abstain from publish- 
ing anything calculated to injure the 
rebel cause at home or abroad:; and yet 
“they style themselves News Pupers. We 


_ maiotain in all truth that the war spirit 


of the Nation is stronger to-day than it 
‘was three years ago. That the industry 
of the country has not been retarded by 
reason of the war—that the people are 
richer.te-day-as a mass than they were 
‘three years agu—that the Government 
has not been required to ask for a single

If this is 
woaderfal success on the side of the reb- 
els, we want none of it. The great cour- 
age displayed by them is beyond dis- 
pute— Americans are always brave—but 
rebel bravery has been blackened by a 
Lawrence, a Fort Pillow and a Libby 
Prison. It has been diagraced by some 
of the most fiendish acts, and for these 
the world will award them nothing for 
genuine bravery often displayed during 
this war. Their chances for success are 
growing small by degrees and beauti- 
fully léss every day, while our determi- 
pation to conquer the fight is felt by them 
im their earnest appeals to the Copper- 
heads in the loyal States to defeat Lin- 
coln. 

Grant and Sherman say that the best 
way to conquer the rebellion is to keep 
the army well supplied with men and 
munitions of war—and straightway re- 
inforeements—eot by handfulls—but by 
regiments and brigades go to these men 
évery day.
